DEMOCRATS TAKE TAX CUT 
FIGHT TO FLOOR OF SENATE 


Senator Harrison Says They Are 
Willing to Let Bill ss Under 
Non-Partisan Circumstances. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The 


Democrats took their tax reduc- 
tion fight to the Senate floor to- 
day, where Senator Harrison of 
Mississippi asked for some kind of 
a reduction at this session, and 
Senator Swanson. of Virginia reit- 
erated his charge that the Repub- 
licans for political purposes were 
holding back a tax slash until the 
eve of the 1928 elections. 

Recalling the suggestion of Pres- 
ident Coolidge for non-partisan 
consideration of a tax bill, 
Senator Harrison, a mem ber 
ut the Finance Committee, 
eclared the Democrats weré will- 
ing to let a bill pass under these 
circumstances, 

“It is time for members of the 
Renate and House to clear them 
selves ‘of, political taint,’’ he said. 
“Ie there ever was a time when 
the people deserved tax relief it is 
now with a $560,000,000 surplus 
in sight.” 

Chairman Smoot of the Senate 
Finance Committee opposed any 
tax relief legislation at this session. 

Without mentioning the pro- 
posal of President Coolidge for a 
flat credit of 15 per cent on nefjt 
year’s income taxes, Smoot de- 
clared pending proposals would 
only grant relief for the big cor- 
porations and men who pay large 
income taxes. He indorsed the 
principle of applying the prospec- 
tive surplus to debt retirement.

Mellon Tells House Committee 2100 
Towns and Cities Need 
New Bulldings. 


Ry the' Aseociated Press. 
"WASHINGTON, Dec, 15.—In al- 


locating new postoffice buildings 
under the $150,000,000 building 
plan, the Treasury Départment is 
considering only cities that have 
annual postal receipts of $20,000 or 
more, Secretary Mellen testified to- 
day before the House Buildings 
Committee. 

He said there were 2100 towns 
coming within this class and of this 
number of buildings in 1300 towns 
needed enlargement. 

It was brought out that $43,000,- 
000 of the $100,000,000 provided 
for buildings outside of Washing- 
ton, will be needed in _ six cities 
alone—$15,000,000 for New York;

An increase in 
the number and intensity of mag- 
netic Gisturbances in the world will 
result next year, according to ex- 
perts at the Naval Observatory, 
with the maximum of the present 
sun spot cycle occurring the latter 
part of 1928. 

The observatory recorded 72,330 
stars during 1976.

relations, 95; stage ambitious, 83: lack of 
children, 21; traveling jobs, 15; moth¢rs-in- 
law, 6; miscellaneous, 4.
